ONE MAN DOES THE WORK WHILE 
THE OTHER SEES THE FUN. 


Pleasures of Hunting by Jack Light. 
How the Moose, Feeding by Night, 
Recomes the Prey of the Hunter. 


After the Shot. 


The moose seeks his food where the yel- 
low water lily is found. It is not, how- 
ever, the leaves nor the blossoms which 
are soucht. but the roots. These extend 
in a perfect network through the mud in 
which they grow,

Sowe made up a party of three, and 
between 1 and 2 in the morning we ar- 
rived at the Central markets.

We were 
here at the very end of the mouse trap, 
and we now understood why the police 
nevcr enter these ‘‘caveaux’’—there is no 
possibility of a fair fight. 

When we entered the ‘‘caveau’’ there 
was nobody there, but after we had 
ordered some wine two musicians came 
in. The one was a miserably pale fellow, 
balf starved and half blind, with a thin 
blonde mustache.

It is admitted on all hands, as I have abeve 
s:ated, that the added territery is at leas¢ sub- 
ject to the Canadias Pacific railway’s monop- 
oly ; and some of the Winsipeg papers, no- 
tably the Free Press, say this must be purchas- 
ed before we can have a competing railway. 
Then if the eastern agitaters were desirous of 
seeing justice done the west, they would set to 
work and devise means for the purchase of a 
monopoly betore subjecting us to taxation for 
competition menepolized for the mest part by 
Winnipeg. Those ef us who have come from 
western Ontano know well what all this cry 
of competition amounts to. Ifit is a fact, and 
the circumstances fully bear out the impres- 
sion, that no cempeting railway could be got 
to alvance the money fas the construction of 
the Red River Valley railway under Local 
Government protection, and none could be 
got to operate it until built at a cost of a mil- 
lion dollars to the people, it is also a fact that 
when they get into Winnipeg they will pre- 
cced no further without municipal bom ses, 
and all settlers from western Ontario, as I 
have said, know full well what this means. 
In the Red River Valley act there is a provis- 
ion for taxing all Maniteba, the a’ded territory 
included, for the constructien of the road, but 
there is none for building from Winpipeg to 
Portage la Prairie, er from Winnipeg to any 
place else, and when these places want such 
roads they will have to build them. Even if 
Winnipeg’s generosity was willing te assist, the 
country will be so involved as to render pro- 
vincial assistance eut of the question. This 1s 
another reason western people complain. 

But the western people see that the self in- 
terestedness of Winnipeg is not confined to the 
one railway, and all the rest ofthe roads of 
the country are practically @built to it at anex- 
pense to the country of lamd grants and cash, 
thus taking trade the natural nght of western 
points past their doors, and all the institutions 
of the country are centralised there to the ser 
jows detriment ot many ether places.

WasHincton, fone 28.—The Northwest- 
em Indian commission which since last Aug- 
ust bas been visiting the various tribes of the 
Northwest with a view of securing their settle- 
ment on lands in severalty and the reduction 
ofthe reservations has returned. They visited 
31 bands in Minnesota, Montana, Idaho and 
Washington and travelled over 70,000 miles 
by raik 460 in wagons, 400 in canoes and 
1§00 im sleighs. They reached agreements 
with 27 baad: and obtained. cessions of more 
than 25,000,000 acres of land valuable for 
timber, metals and agricultural uses. The 
commission was not able to induce the Bois 
Fort Chippewas te remove from Nett Lake, 
Wis., to either the White Earth reservation in 
Minnesota or any of the Wisconsin agencies.

Professor L. B. Arnold, who is con- 
sidered high authority in all matters per- 
taining to the dairy..advises, when milk 
is the object, the following as a profitable 
food for milch cows:

which gives $1.21 as the cost of 100 
pounds of the mixture, or if any or all 
the materials can be purchased at lower 
figures, the cost of the compound will 
be proportionately less. 

On the subject of howto feed ground 
rations, Professor Arnold says that there 
is no advantage in simply wetting ground 
feed to give to cattle. ‘‘It is quite as well 
for them to eat it dry, and it is better to 
feed it so in winter, unless it can be fed 
warm. Wh@a the weather is suitable 
there is some advantage in wetting the 
hay or straw to be fed, and mixing the 
ground feed with it. Fed in this way the 
meal and coarse fodder go into the first 
stomach, or rumen, together, and all are 
remasticated. If the meal is fed alone, it 
is liable to miss the first stomach and go 
directly into the third or fourth stomach, 
when it is not chewed over again, and 
hence it is not digested as soon or as well. 
One pound of the mixed food for each 100 
pounds of live weight, mixed with straw, 
would be a suitable ration for milch cows. 
If fed to store cattle or dry cows, 25 per 
cent. less mea] would suffice.’’ 


A Convenient Piggery. 

Farmers ought to provide for swine 
protection from the heat of summer and 
the cold of winter a place where the 
young pigs can he fed by themselves, and 
where futtening as well as breeding stock 
may receive proper treatment. A good 
pasture in summer and a sunny yard in 
winter are the best placesfor pigs the 
greater part of the year; but during cer- 
tain seasons some kind of a house is quite 
necessary for swine where most profitable 
results ure required.

This house may be cheap or expensive, 
to suit the taste and means of the owner. 
A very good piggery is shown in the ac- 
companying illustrations, sketches of 
which were furnished by an Iowa corre- 
spondent, to The American Agricultur- 
ist. The building, a prospective view of 
which is givenin fig. 1, is twenty feet 
wide and may be made as long as neces- 
sary to accommodate the number of swine 
to be kept. Yet it is not advisable to keep 
too large a number in one house; -when 
more than seventy or seventy-five are to 
be rafsed it is advisa)e to build additional 
houses. .

A width of 20 feet admits of a central 
alleyway 4 tcet wide, atd pens 8 feet 
wie on ench side of it, cs seen in Fig. 2. 
Hach sow should have two pens 6 by 8 
fret, one taslecpin and the other for use 
during daytime. The Jong outside walls 
are 4 feet high, with a door for each pen 
leading into an cutside inclosure, 12 by 
16 feet. The center posts are & feet high. 
Over cach pen and under the center roof 
are small windows to admit light and air. 
One or two of the pens may be used for 
storing corn and bran. From a never fail- 
ing well, situated on higher ground a 
short distance away, water is conveyed 
into the house in pipes.
